It is announced from St. Petersburg 
that Gen. Kuropatkin has assumed the 
offensive, and that already the Japan- 
ese line has been broken at Beiusta- 
putse. where in a rear guard fight they 
lost heavily. It is claimed that they 
failed to fortify a commanding hill 
which was the key to the situation.

THREE DIE IN THE CABOOSEs. 


Port Huron. Mich., Oct. 9.—Six em¬ 
ployes of the Grand Trunk Railroad 
were suffocated to death by coal gas 
early to-day in the St. Clair tunnel, 
w'hlch runs under the St. Clair river 
from Port Huron to Samla, Ontario. A 
coal train broke In two w’hlle passing 
through the tunnel and three of the 
train crew were suffocated while part 
of the train lay stalled in the tunnel. 
The engineer lost his life when he re¬ 
turned and endeavored to push the 
stalled cars back to safely, and tw'o 
other rescuers perished in vain at¬ 
tempts to penetrate the gaseous atmos¬ 
phere of the g.eat tube.

Returns For Stalled Cars. 


The train, which entered from the 
American side of the tunnel, w*is made 
up of seventeen coal cars. When It 
broke Engineer Coleman realized that 
the accident had occurred and with the 
three cars that were still attached to 
the engine, steamed out of the tunnel 
into the Samla yards. He hastily de¬ 
tached his engine and went back into 
the tube for the stalled cars. When his 
engine reached them he attempted to 
push them back through the tunnel and 
out of the American poriai. The grade 
proved too steep, however, and the at¬ 
tempt was a failure.

Engineer Dies At His Post 


The engine and cars rolled back Into 
tJhe gas-laden tunnel, and Engineer 
Coleman w^as suffocated at his post In 
the engine cab. His firenoan, Fred For¬ 
ester, with great presence of mind. 
Jumped into the partly filled w'aler 
tank of the engine, w'here there was 
enough air to preserve his life, al¬ 
though he is In a serious condition to¬ 
night.

Berlin, Oct. 9—.A popular voice 
against the endeavor to displace Prince 
Leopold from the regency w^aa raised 
to-day in Lippe at a public meeting 
held In l^ge, which w'as attended by 
1.000 subjects from all parts of the 
prlnclpa4lty.

When news of the broken train 
reached the American side of the tun¬ 
nel.

Rescuers Overcome. 

Meanwhile preparatlona were being 
made at the Sarnia end of the tunnel 
to rescue the imprisoned train crew. An 
engine with a party of rescuers entered 
the tube and had proceeded but a short 
distance when they found John Haley 
a track walker, lying unconscious on 
the track. He was taken out and again 
the engine plunged Into-the gaseous at¬ 
mosphere. The rescuers were overcome 
however, by the ga» before the trairi 
was reached, and Brakeman McGrath 
died. Switchmen Blake, who was a 
member of the party, after a time made 
another attempt to penetrate the gas 
and this time succeeded in reaching the 
stalled engine, coupled it to the cam 
and ran the train out Into the daylight

Therefore. Indiana can safely be re¬ 
lied upon to go for the party that can 
oontpol sufficient amount of money to 
buy those voters and keep them bought. 
This la, of course, a pretty tough state, 
ment to make, but It Is nevertheless 
true, for there la always in a national 
election from 30,000 to 60.000 vot^ In In¬ 
diana for sale to the highest bidder, and 
the party that has the money to buy 
those votes will win the election.

Received With Wild Enthusiasm By 
the Russian Troops. 

Mukden. Oct 6.-[Delayed tn Trane- 
mission.] Nemlrovlch-Danchenki, In a 
cllsi>aich u> the Associated Pres*, says: 

Ge^ Kurof>a'tkin*B order to advonce 
which was read to the tropos after a 
chuic^h .wvice October 2. evoked wild 
enthusiaivin. It \n*a a beautiful au- 
tuinn day Officers and .soldiers were 
lacked around Gen. Kuzt)pAtkln‘s train, 
tne steps of which were used for a pul¬ 
pit from which Father Golube preached 
^ muhliude that stretched farther 
than his voice could carry. Father Go- 
lubeff uttered a fervent pruyer for vic¬ 
tory and. raising a cross aloft oJid 
turning to the General, said; 

"’Ihe ancients commanded their sons 
to return with iheir shield, or on It. 
I say to you. go for\rard with the cross, 
trusting In Christ." 

His words were received In solemn 
expectancy by the men, who dhl not 
know a forward move had been deter¬ 
mined upon, though there had been u 
period or preparation that had aroused 
strong hope*. The crucial moment came 
after the service. The St. George’s 
cross was distributed, the Ussuri Cos¬ 
sacks and the men greeting the names 
'jT j?kobeleff and Adzloff, the great Rus¬ 
sian heroe.s. with loud cheering. Then 
came the march past the new wearers 
of the St. George's crop^^. Kuropatkin, 
who, meanwhile, was standing behind 
the newly-decorated men, smiled grim¬ 
ly, and. stepping to the fremt, read per¬ 
sonally the announcement of a forward 
move. This was received with deafen¬ 
ing cheers a* far as it was heard and 
understood, but quicker than printed 
copies of the order could circulate the 
announcement ran from camp to camp 
a»*.i from blvouack to bi\'ouack, the 
men acting like schoolboys oa vacation 
when they learned what was in the 
wind. 

It is true that the army ts now fit to 
measure itself with Its Japanese foe*. 
Kuropatkin has gatheted up re-en- 
forceimuits and welded an Incomplete 
army into a compact whole, and Is 
ready to adA'ance against what we have 
reason lo know 1* a brave and clever 
enemy. 

Viceroy Alexleff arrived from Harbin 
October 6 to say farewell to Gen. Kuro- 
|)4i(km. In view of the latter's departure 
for the front and Viceroy Alexleff's 
probable return lo RuFSia. 

We left Mukden the afternoon of the 
same day amid the cheers of the sol¬ 
diers, for the purpose of overtaking the 
regiments on Mieir way to the front, 
ITie men are now thoroughly rested and 
equipped, and there Is no trace of the 
fatigue .shown a. Liao Y’ang. There Is 
a very different Jpirit abroad than that 
noticeable on thi retreat from Tatche- 
kiao. 

Regiment* are arriving from Russia 
In fine condition. The men are In bet¬ 
ter spirits the nearer they get to the 
front. 

"Now is our turn" Is beard every¬ 
where in the ranks. The veteran who 
fought with Skobeleff we left at Muk¬ 
den in fine trim The gruy-haJred old 
Turkestan tighter seems to have grown 
quite young out here. 

JAPANESE EMPLOY OLD TACTICS 


St. Petersburg. Get. 10, 2:55 a, m.—

Meanwhile Gen. MUtchenko’s Cos- 
Facks •moved southwest as far as the 
Ye<niaJ mine*, defeating the J.ip:inese 
In a series of warm sklrmlfhe*. The 
most Umiportant action, hoovever. oc¬ 
curred on the Japanese right at Bent- 
slaputze. Here the Japanese held a 
strong and Important posltlom, but it 
seems they made the inexplicable 
omission to fortify a commantllng hill 
which was the key to the whole sltu- 
allcn. A portion of G n. Kuroi>utkh'-^ 
force made a (Sirony art*tm k on BentsCa- 
puize,* and, taklnf a leaf out of the 
Japanese book, c .-oupled the hlU from 
the east and flanked the Japanese cut 
of the town, c-auring a serious lo*8 la 
a r«ar guard fight.

While these operations are progrocs- 
Ing south of Mukden it U repo.'’tvl two 
Japanese divisions under Gen. FiMliiml 
are marching west up the Liao river 
and are now twenty-two miles south of 
Slnmlntln. Oen. Kurokl Is expected t.:> 
make a similar move eastward. This 
statement. If accurate, leaves the 
armies In the anomalous position of 
threatening each other’s lines of com¬ 
munication, the Japanese by a wide 
turning movement, while the Russians, 
pushing south, have already inflicted a 
blow on the Japanese right and are 
crowding back their center along the 
railway.

Kuropatkin Has Strong Force. 

While It Is understood that Mukden 
Is not heavily fortified, Gen. KUropat- 
kln has a powerful force behind him. 
strongly posted at Tie Pass, and If. as 
he 8.s*erts. the Ru.^slana are now pow¬ 
erful enough to assume the offensive. It 
is possible his advance movement will 
force the Japanese flanking column to 
w'lthdraw in order to protect their own 
base. On the other hand, there seems 
to be a possibility of one or both th> 
Japanese columns threatening the rail¬ 
way behind the Russian* and forcing a 
suspension >f their aggressive move¬

The association 
will not be embarrassed In any way 
and the members say they are w'lUlng 
to go ahead with preparations for a 
show next fall if any assurance of 
support Is given by the merchants and 
hotels, who reap the only profit made 
out of the annual exhibitions. The as¬ 
sociation Itself is not a money-making 
Institution. The profits in previous 
years w’ere kept In the treasury and 
expended to make the succeeding show 
bigger and better. 

Said one of the members last 
night: "But iw’o of the big stores on 
Fourth avenue did anything for the 
show this year, and not a single house 
on Market street or a single w'holesale 
establishment on Main street gave a 
cup or did anything to promote the 
success of the show, and but two of 
the hotels contributed anything to the 
show.

MAM EXPERIENCES

MISSIONARIES TO 
BELATED. 


AFRICA 


The Rev. W. H. Sheppard, a Negro, 
Addresses Big Congregation At 
Second Presbyterian Church. 


War clubs which had been uaed by 
cannibals In the heart of wildest Africa 
were some of the Interesting relics 
which were used last night by the Rev. 
^V. H. Sheppard In telling of the perils 
through which he went when he first 
entered the Congo Free State. The 
missionary is a negro who was one of 
the first iw’o missionaries to enter the 
wilds of Central Africa, and he is one 
of the most respected missionaries In 
the Soirthern Presbyterian Church, pos¬ 
sessing education. Intelligence and a na¬ 
tive gift of humor which helps him 
through many tight places. 

He spoke last night in the Second 
Presbyterian church to as large a con¬ 
gregation as could be seated In the 
*hurch. and for more than an hour 
talked of his early troubles with the na¬ 
tives and the many narrow esCapts he 
had. On the rostrum with him w^re 
cll the Presbyterian ministers In the 
city, the meeting being a union of all 
the churche.s. The Rev. Mr. Sheppard's 
reimtatlon is such that he attracted 
many persons from other denomina¬ 
tions, and the church could not hold all 
who w*ent, many being turned aw’ay at 
the door. 

Beginning with his early life, the 
speaker told of how he had been called 
Into the home of a Christian woman In 
Waynesboro. Va., and told that he was 
to become a missionary to Africa.. The 
idea Implanted in his mind at that time 
caused him to become a missionary, and 
after he had been educated at the 
school at Tuscaloosa, he went to .\frlca 
in 1890, where he has labored success¬ 
fully since. The speaker said he would 
give some Idea of the conditions w'hen 
he went there, so that present condi¬ 
tion® could be contrast^ with them. 
He told of the landing In Africa and the 
trip up the river, menaced on all side* 
by hostile and unknown tribes. 

"A man would be sent out to cut 
wood, and would get but a few yards 
from the steamer before he would be 
seized and would disappear, nev'er to be 
seen again,” he said. ”We lost three 
men In this way from our steamer. The 
natives followed the boot, watching for 
a chance to pick up any man who 
strayed Into the dense forest. 

"The nearest ph>n 8 iclan was 800 miles 
awaj', but we all wrote M. D. after 
our names and all knew the simpler 
'principles of medicine, especially how to 
treat wounds of all kinds. Treatment 
of a wound on a man's leg by my wife 
perhaps saved many Uvea once, for 
wiien w*e were threatened I was recog¬ 
nized by the man we bad treated and 
he protected ua He was a pow’erful 
chief, and gave me a friendly welcome 
because, he said, my wife had saved hla 
life.” 

The Rev. Mr. Shepiiard told of some 
of the curious customs of the people. 
One was the method of binding a con¬ 
tract. Rnch of the contracting parties 
takes the end of a straw; It Is brok^i 
Into two pans, and each, after spitting 
on the section w^hlch he has retained. 
throwTi h over his shoulder. He said 
his party rented a house for only fifty 
cents. 

Once the mlsslonarlies came to a vil¬ 
lage w here the chief decorations on the 
houses were human skulls, hut they 
did .not tarry long at this polnrt. On 
another occasion they found a place 
•where a feast of humans had been held 
by cannibals, and later lived for a 
long time with this very race of man- 
eaters. Game was plentiful, and on one 
hunt the party killed thirty-six hlpijo- 
potaml. providing meat for a great 
fe^st. The missionary showed many 
curios which he had brought back with 
him.

HAS SEEN THE SE/TMY SIDE. 


Birmingham. Ala., Oct. 9.—Thomas E. 
Watson’s letter of acceptance of the 
Populist nomination for President has 
been issued to the press. It Is In part 
as follows; 

A Uiird party has no right to exist un¬ 
less there are abuses in government which 
•’the two great parties” refuse to reform. 
Unless both the two old parlies ore wrong 
there is no room or excuse for a thtro. 
But, If both the old parties axe equally 
guilty of class legislation, and are equal- 
ly subservient to the beneficiaries of spe¬ 
cial privllego. then It Is not only the right 
of the patriot to form a party of protest, 
but a duty. Civil liberty is at once a 
heritage and a tryst. We are recreant to 
the higher requirements of ^tlzenshlp If 
we fall to realise our responsibility. The 
ballot is one of the weapons with which 
we must hold our ground. The contention 
of the People’s party being that both the 
old parties are wrong, we wage war on 
both. Ours Is the two-edged sword. In 
our campaign U may happen that we do 
greater damage to the Republicans thaxi 
to the Democrats—as In 1892, when Mr. 
Bryan and other Western Democrats 
were Instructed by the Cleveland man¬ 
agers to vote for Weaver. In another 
campaign it might chajioe that the great¬ 
er damage U done the Democrats. In the 
one case as In the other wo would not 
concern ourselves about the mater. Such 
a result Is the accident of war, not the 
purpoee of the campaign. It is our busi¬ 
ness to preach sound populism, which is 
sound Jeffersonian Democracy and to hit 
the Republicans on the one hand and the 
Democrats on the other. We must “hew 
to the line,” letting the chips fall where 
they may.

the flna»ce bills of the house of J. P. 
^lorgan & Oo. They no longer have 
Che opportunity. They*^ learned a year 
or two ago that no matter what the 
fnognitude of these offerings for dli^ 
count might be. It never exccedeJ the 
ahlllty of Nir. Morgan's hoiis? to take 
care of this paper when the time had 
come for taking it up* 

In the financial center here many 
have rTCsumed that Mr. Morgan, being 
db%pleused at the course of evenia. at 
the disclosurc.s of unfriemllii:e8R that 
■were imule during the period of liquida¬ 
tion of l.'iot 5'ear and being especially 
concerned because the ‘jSupreine Court 
of the United Smtes. byj a majority de¬ 
cision. htui declare<l the formation of 
the Northern Securities CorponUlon 
and the operation of. this cori>oratlon 
under lU charter were In violation of 
Federal lawa, had become ueary, be¬ 
lieving that a life of comparative leis¬ 
ure. in view of his age. w.-is after all 
more to be desired than fruther acllvl- 
ttes In such an intense and desperate 
vocation as that of finance.

Ne'sr Era of Co-operation, 

This view, however, is not entirely 
accurate. Mr. .Morgan Is still conxdnoed 
that the ne%v era is to be one of co¬ 
operation Instead of desiructlve com¬ 
petition. To his friends he speaks with 
terae eloquence of the wastefulness of 
competition and of the ultimate nd- 
%'antage the individual and the whole 
community will be sure to receive df 
business co-operation—not socialism, 
but a ccv-operatlon that nevertheless 
permits of reasonable competition—be 
the general policy. 

Probably Mr. Morgan feels that the 
manner In which the entire United 
States Steel Corporation proposition 
was worked out was crude and if it 
were to be done again the corporation 
would be constructed upon very differ¬ 
ent lines Already there Is evidence 
that those w'ho now direct that coriKrt*- 
atlon are preparing gradually l<» make J 
It the single and the active corporation, j 
not a sponsoring one nor a securities ! 
holding one, but one which has In fact 1 
legally. In name as well as In purpt^e, 
completely absorbed all of the constit¬ 
uent companies. 

A change cf that kind is now under 
way in another industrial field, that of 
manufacturing and marketing of to¬ 
bacco. The parent or sponsoring cor¬ 
poration that w'as built in a manner 
similar to that of the Ignited States 
Steel will speedily absorb the various 
constituent corporations which It owns, 
but whose corporate Independence w-as 
nevertheless still maintained. Mr. Mor¬ 
gan Is convinced that the day will come 
when It w'lll be proved that the United 
Btates Steel Corporation was not over¬ 
capital iztM. But his Interest In that 
demonstration wull be that of an ob¬ 
server rather than a participator or 
possibly that of a banker, pure and 
almple. 


not of Mr. Morgan's creation, and to 
claim that he should have foreseen 
them would be to Insist that he 
sessed a greater power of forecasting 
events, a finer financial philosophy than 
any other man w.as gifted with, at 
least In the United Statea Not any of 
the greater men of affairs did foresee 
that the public would at last repudiate 
promotions and w’oultl turn Its back 
upon all securities which represented 
the gigantic combination. The men who 
had been unaffected by the passion and 
fever which possessed so many Ameri¬ 
cans between and 1892 were the 

onl.v ones who foresaw clearly that 
there mu.Fl come collapse and that It 
would probably come of a sudden. Even 
they could not have foretold that It 
would be preclpltate<l by a giant battle 
for the possession of the Northern Pa¬ 
cific railroad. 

Mr. Morgan's fluccessor.s In the direc¬ 
tion of hts banking house will prob¬ 
ably p^ese^^'e jealouslj' the reputation 
of that institution for highly successful 
banking. Not any of them have Mr. 
Morgan's genius, so well refitHded In 
the prosperity of various unified rail¬ 
way systems of the United States and 
in the cleansing of the securities of 
these systems from their ev-ils. But 
they do imderstand banking, and It l« 
the belief that Mr. Morgan haa trained 
his son to high achievements in bank¬ 
ing pure and simple, just as Jay Gould 
trained his st^n so that he had a fine 
understanding of the technique of rail¬ 
way operation, management and of 
finance os applle<l to rallw-ay manage¬ 
ment. Young Morgan may. therefore, 
attain a position as a private banker 
which will compare well with that 
w’htch George Gould has secured as a 
director of rallroada Neither the 
younger Gould nor the younger Mor¬ 
gan, at leaei so far, has revealed the 
constructive genius which Jay Gould, 
In the latter years of his life, so well 
employt?d or which Mr. Morgan for the 
past twenty-five years has used for the 
prosperity and growth of many railway 
systems of the United Ptatea Mr. 
Gould, however. Is well trained in con¬ 
serving. In nursing a growth, and 
young Morgan, like his father, ha? been 
well grounded In what Mr. Plerpont 
Morgan regarded as the fundamental 
principle of successful banking, at least 
for a bunker who looks for Internation¬ 
al business, namely, the technique, his- 
lory and opportunities of International 
exchange. 

It Ip not generally known that the 
senior Morgan came back from his long 
apprenticeship in lx)ndon and upon the 
continent of Europe one of the few 
masters of the principles, the oppor¬ 
tunities and the course of foreign ex¬ 
change. For some years after he re¬ 
lumed to New York he was so far the 
superior to any other in that depart¬ 
ment that he ijracticully commanded 
the business, then much smaller than 
is the case to-day. Recently^ number 
of ^'oung men have made Exhaustive 
study of that department of finance, so 
exhaustive that If diplomas were grant¬ 
ed or degrees given, that Is to say. they 
are masters of one of the most dIffIcuU, 
abstract and swiftly acting and sudden¬ 
ly changing movements of finance. It 
Is safe, however, to predict that while 
J. Plerpont Morgan may w’lthdraw 
wholly from the field of constructive 
work of corporation organization, he 
wrlll, as long as he lives, remain ac¬ 
tively a banker, although not busying 
himself with details as was once his 
habit.

THE NEGRO QUESTION. 


NEW EDIFICE 


TO BE ERECTED BY ST. PAUL’S 
CONGREGATION. 


Will Be Situated On East Broadway 
and Will Cost $40,000. 


Says That Morally the Race Is Yet 
In a Most Rudimentary Stage. 


Boston, Mass.. Oct. 9.—[Special.]— 
Bishop C. Kinloch Nel.‘«n, of Georgia, 
who is one of the prominent figures at 
the Episcopal Triennial convention, says 
In u signed article on the negro ques¬ 
tion, published here to-day: 

"It is simply out of the question for 
any man to be rightly Informed of the 
condition and progress of the Southern 
negro without long residence. His man¬ 
ners and his speech cannot be inter¬ 
preted by the casual traveler, his hope, 
his ambitions, his inner feelings, are 
often perfectly disguised and it is an 
open secret that the negro lives two dif¬ 
ferent lives, one among the w'hites and 
another amid the members of his o>vn 
race. Religion to the great majority 
of the race does not denote a recogni¬ 
tion of the presence of God as the con¬ 
trolling Influence of life, nor the definite 
creed and an ethical code, tmi some¬ 
thing different from these. Morally, the 
race la In a moat rudimentary stage, 
and Its virtues are frequently Induced 
tendencies or negative states. Statis¬ 
tics show that the race Is absolutely on 
the decrease, owing chiefly to Indiffer¬ 
ence to sanitation, hygiene and the 
principles of life and health,"

BY AID OF THE TIDE 


GREAT STEEL BRIDGE IS TO BE 
MOVED. 


Giant Structure of the Harlem Ship 
Canal Will Be Washed 
Into Place. 


Lifted from Its foundation by the 
strong jVhoulder of the tide, the great 
steel bridge that sp.sns the Harlem 
ahlp canal at BroadW'ay will be seen 
some day floating down the river, says 
the New York World. But there Is no 
occcaslon for alarm to the people liv¬ 
ing along that plctureaque strip of the 
Harlem river. Engineering skill, not 
a spring fresrhet. will cause the wash¬ 
ing away of the structure. 

For several reasons the big steel 
bridge over the ship canal Is not w'hai 
Is neetled. The New' York Central 
Railroad Company, to do away with the 
present big loop In Its tracks r^ear the 
upt>€ir end of Manhattan Island, will 
take a short cut through the Spiiyten 
Duyvll region. The new tracks w^lll 
follow up the north shore of the ship 
canal and pass under the bridge at 
Broadway. The span of the present 
bridge Is much too low* to admit of this. 
So the railroad company wants the 
bridge replaced. Then, too, the new 
line of the Rapid Transit Subway Con- 
gTructtlon company will pass over the 
bridge os an elevated structure, and 
this Is Impossible without changing it 
Into a double-d'H'k bridge. It svould bi 
cheaper to make a new bri^lge. Then, 
too, the Metropolitan Street Railway 
company Intends to lay its lines acroFs 
the bridge, and this would require the 
laying of a new floor. So all these In¬ 
terests will co-operate to replace the 
structure. 

At Two Hundred and Seventh street, 
just above New York university, the 
Broadway bridge can be utilized, and 
a foundation Is all in place. So it la 
the eoaiest thing In the world to im¬ 
agine the bridg «0 taken up from one 
place and put down In another where 
It fills the requirements. But to move 
the bridge Is not easy 

Old Egyptian Method. 


A new bridge will be built on piling 
somowiiere In the river above the pres¬ 
ent one. When It Is completed half 
a dozen big railway floats will be 
moored under the old bridge when the 
tide is out and blocks placed on deck 
mounting up to the underside of the 
bridge. Then when the tide comes In 
and lifts the bridge up the floats will 
start down stream, caroiug the bridge. 
And the new bridge will be floated 
Into Ms plaxse on the foundation of the 
old one In the same way, 

Thh» n>etho<l was used In Elgypt man>' 
centuries ago though they never had 
to lift Pte?l bridges with the strong 
shoulder of the tide. The contractors 
who will have the work In hand ex¬ 
pect that w'hen all Is ready the dhange 
of bridge* at Broadway and the ship 
canal will not take more than a few 
hours—not more than tw’o tides at the 
most. 

The ship canal bridge Is ciimpa rat I re¬ 
ly new. It w'aa finished January 1. 
1895. At that time It cost $120,000 and 
w'otild cost much more than that now’ 
If It was to be rebuilt. The new H 
million dollar double deck bridge which 
will take Its place w’lll be completed 
In three months probably, and then the 
work of transferring the two will com¬ 
mence. 

I'he new’ foundation pier In the center 
of the Harlem river at Tw’o Hundre<l 
and Seventh street cost $150,000. It 
ha* just been finlfhed by the Founda¬ 
tion and Contracting oomp'ony, of this 
city, and la one of the finest piera of 
Its kind In the coun-tr>'* It runs down 
nearly* a hundred feet before It finds 
rock bollom and Is fifty feet wide. 
This bridge will greatly facilitate com¬ 
munication between the upper end of 
Manhattan island and the Bronx.

FROM OPIUM TREATY. 


Reform Bureau Will Bring Pressure 
To Bear When Eastern 
War Ends* 


Buffalo, Oct. 9.—A proposal of the In¬ 
tenia tlonoi Reform Bureau that when 
the close of the w'ar In the Far Eiist 
reopens all Chinese questions, friendly 
Pow’ers shall press Great Britain to 
release China from the treaty that com¬ 
pels toleration of the opium traffic, has 
been forwarded to the Japanese Gov¬ 
ernment, which it Is stated, w’as favor¬ 
ably considering a similar proposal 
when the war broke out.

Poas^Ky the most disquieting of all reoeiu 
estimates of a snort com ^ i*op was that 
nuulo by Jxunes J. Hill, whose sources 
of information as nd»lri>ad president were 
presumed to be unusually good, and whose 
apimrent Interest w'vis m figuring the crop 
on as liberal a basis as possible It 
transpires In the news of the day, how¬ 
ever, that Mr. Hill and the crop expart 
whose figures ho so strongly commends, 
together with certain other capitalists, 
are interested In a bull pool la com, an<i 
are supposed id bo long about 18,U30,uu0 
bushels of Chut cereal. In Mr. HlU's case, 
Uierefore, tho wish may have been fa¬ 
ther to the thought. At any rate, it ai 
pears that the com pool, Imsed primarily 
on the khortogo In wheat, has proved un¬ 
successful, a portion of Its holdings hav¬ 
ing been marketed at a loes. As tor cot¬ 
ton. the trade Is now* generally disposed 
to ocoepl a crop estimate of li.oOO.OOO 
bales as a minimum figure. The Ck>vern- 
ment crop report published the beginning 
of the week makes cotton condltioii as of 
6eptember 25, 75.8.

1898 the October condition was 75.4, and in 
1897 It w’os 70, both years of recoi'd crops. 
The acreage In 1898 was 23,572,000, the 
11,274.840 bales: In 1897 the acreage was 
24.on.000 and the crop 11,199.994 bales. This 
year the Goveriimem places the estimated 
acreage In excess of 31.00u,oo0. about 4.000,- 
000 In excess of last year. 8,OoO.UUO in ex¬ 
cess of 1898 and 7,000,000 in excess of 1897. 
With the oonUitlon higher by 9 points 
than the len-year-average. and much bet¬ 
ter than the October average of the large 
crop ycajs of 1897 and 1898. and wJth the 
increased act*eage. It aps>earB that there 
is now ami>le ground fof believing that 
the cotton crop of 1904 will be the larg¬ 
est in the history of this country.

Anti-Repiiblican Tendencies. 

Gov. Gnrvln, of Rhode Island. Is said 
to Jinve told Judge Parker that there 
la a chance to carry Rhode Island for 
the Democratic electors and that hopea 
are also entertuined of capturing the 
Begislature, which will elect a successor 
to Senator Aldrich. 

Gov. Garvin, a Democrat, is serving 
his second term as Governor of Rhode 
Island, and is again the nominee of hts 
party. But it la more difllcult to elect 
a majority of the Deglslature than to 
elect a Governor, on account of the 
manner In which the State la gerry¬ 
mandered for legiakitive purposes. Thus 
at the Ia.st election, although the Dem- 
Qcrata elected the Govern-or, the Sen¬ 
ate was Republican by sixteen major¬ 
ity and the House by six—giving the 
Kepu])llcana slxty-alx to forty-four on 
Joint ballot, or a lead of 50 per cent. 
Bo flagrant If the operation of this sys¬ 
tem that It is charged that one-tenth 
of the voting population can control 
the Legislature. The men who organized 
the State in this way and maintain 
it for their own purposes are the same 
people who talk of the small vote cast 
In Southern States when there Is no 
contest. 

For many years Senator Aldrich has 
been the dominant factor In Rhode Is¬ 
land politics. That he Is n man of 
ability is not questioned, and there Isjnp 
need to assail him personally. But, as 
he is also held up, not without reason, 
as "the boss of the United States." It 
is worth while to notice what he 
stands for politically. That Mr. Aldrich 
dominates the Senate, of which he has 
been a member since 1881. Is not se¬ 
riously disputed. That the Senate by 
Its aggressive attitude on the one side, 
and the decadence of the House on the 
other, has made Itself the dominant 
factor in legislation In recent years, is 
a proposition so well understood that all 
parties readily admit it. It is a repe 
tltlon of the old story that a little boy 
ruled Athens. Mr. Aldrich Is boss of 
the United States, and will continue so 
if he can retain the support of a small 
fraction of the population of Rhode Is¬ 
land. 

The influence of Mr. Aldrich is some¬ 
times attributed to his mastery of the 
details of our tariff laws, which gives 
him an advantage over men not so 
fully equipped. But this alone is quite 
insufllclent to explain the pre-eml 
nence which he unquestionably holds. 
In the Senate he is the protagonist of 
the truBta For years he has been held 
up and supported by the Influence of 
vast aggregations of capital which are 
In politics for the purpose of controlling 
legislatloi) in order to transfer to their 
own colters the money earned by people 
who have no Influence In Congress. 
Their motto Is that they do not care 
who creates the wealth so long as they 
can regulate its distribution. For years 
they have so regulated It as to divert 
a liu-ge part of it to combinations which 
elect Senators, decide presidential cam¬ 
paigns and generally obtain a majority 
In the House of Representatives. And 
they accomplish this largely by the aid 
of Senator Aldrich and those whom he 
controls 

Rhode Island Is one of the smallest

Tri hlsspeech ai Indianapolis last 

week Mr. Leslie M. Shaw, Secretary of 
the Treoflury, undertook to question the 
right of Congress to investigate the 
executive departments. He began by 
quoting from Jefferson as to the sepa¬ 
ration of the three dei>artments of our 
Government, concerning w'hich there Is 
no controversy, although the adminis¬ 
tration of which Mr. Shaw' is a mem¬ 
ber has gone farther than any of its 
predecessors In obliterating the lines of 
demarkation between the executive and 
legislative departments. He goes on to 
say that the executive departments 
have welcometl congressional Investiga¬ 
tions, "not because the Constitution ex¬ 
pressly authorises them, but because 
they are sometimes wl.ee and as a mat. 
ter of amity." Then ha supposes the 
case reversed and adds: 

"1 fancy It wmild cause a commotloa If 
the Chief Exeouth’o should send o%*eT a 
demand tor a copy of defeated bills In 
Coni^ess and for the correspondenoa be¬ 
tween Ocmgr«Bwnen aind thedr oonstltuents 
with referenoe thereto. Implying thereby 
that tlwo was somict'htng wrong. I fancy 
it would be a subject of comment if <4iher 
of the two oo-ordtnate branches of the 
Government should send to the Supreme 
Court for the fllee In a given case, and 
should ask for the correepondtrtce be¬ 
tween members of the Supreme Court and 
supposed parties In Interest, with the !m 
pI9ed Inslnimtion that those high offlolals 
were believed to be corrupt." 

It is quite unnecessao’ to enter Into 
any B.rgXLment to ahow the foolishness 
of this poFltton. It is too much even 
for so stalwart a Republican paper as 
the New York Sun, which suggests the 
necessity of removing Mr. Shaw from 
the stump. But Mr. Shaw is a member 
of the Cabinet, and hl« chief requires 
his Cabinet officers to go on the stump 
and defend his administration. It Is 
Theodore Roosevelt that is speaking 
through the mouth of Secretary Shaw. 
His utterances are Important as mark¬ 
ing a step forward In the march 
toward absolutism upon which Mr. 
Roosevelt has undoubtedly set hla 
heart. The personal representatives of 
the monarch must not be investigated 
save by the monarch himself. This is 
the meaning of Mr. Shaw's great dis¬ 
covery. He Is under orders preparing 
the way for further usurpation should 
his party be continued in power.

Before the 
Constitution w*as framed it was in a 
condition bordering on anarchy. For 
many years it restricted the suffrage In 
a w-ay which in 1842 brought on the 
Dorr rebellion. In w’hich a majority of 
the citizens of voting age participated. 
The suffrage was then made more lib¬ 
eral, but even now it is Impossible for 
the majority of the voters to control. 
Corruption Is rampant, and Gov. Garvin 
has been denounced for pointing this 
out by people who dare not say that 
he has not told the truth. In a close 
contest Rhode Island casts some 65,000 
votes. A tenth of these Is 6,500, and 
these may control an election upon 
w*hlch depends the choice of a Senator 
to be "boss of the United States." In 
the Interest of trusts and monopolies. 

Are these anti-republican tendencies 
to be encouraged? Ought the Rule Slate 
of Rhode Island. w*lth Its unsavory his¬ 
tory and even more unsavory reputa¬ 
tion at present, by a small minority of 
Its voters If necessary, to select a man 
who can give over all the people of 
the country to the control of monopo¬ 
lies of w'hich he Is the representative 
far more than he represents his own 
Stale?

A Good Example. 

The action of Mayor McClellan, of 
New York, In removing the ClvU Serv¬ 
ice Commissioners and the Park Com¬ 
missioner of the Bronx has created a 
wide eensatlon In political circles In 
that city. The chief ground for his ac¬ 
tion W€is alleged faN'oiitlsm In the ap¬ 
pointment of employes upon partisan 
grounds and upon the recommendation 
of party leaders. One of the charges 
was that hundreds of men were Illegal¬ 
ly carried upon the payrolls by the 
Dark Commiosloner. and that he waa 
aided and abetted in the violation of 
the law by the Civil Service Coinmls 
sioners. As these ofllcers were appoint, 
ed by the Mayor, there Is no question of 
his right of removal. The places were 
vacated and new appointees substitut¬ 
ed. Bird S. Coler, who was the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for Governor two years 
ago, being appointed president of the 
comm lesion. 

The promptness with which Mayor 
McClellan acted, upon being made cog¬ 
nizant of the violation of the law, has 
e\*oked very general commendation, es¬ 
pecially as all the deposed officers were 
Democrats and some of them intimate 
friends. By some the violations of the 
law w*ere held as technical and not 
necessarily involving corruption, while 
defense of the deposed officers Is made 
by their friends that their action was 
but in accordance with that of their 
predecessors, who held office under the 
Reform administration. 

It seems to matter little whether this 
defense can be sustained or not. 
Whether the violation of the law was 
comipt In lt» purpose or n^erely' tech¬ 
nical In adhering to previous practices, 
it goes to the credit of the Mayor that 
he should have taken the step he did so 
promptly In deposing his own ap- 
polrvtees and giving such pronounced 
evidence of hie moral courage and per¬ 
sonal Independence in maintaining 
purity of administration In the city 
government. In the revolt against mu¬ 
nicipal corruption which led to the 
formation of the Reform party and the 
election of Seth Low es Mayor, three 
years ago, the ground w'ns laken that 
neither political party could give to the 
city a clean administration, but that 
it was necessary th-at the better ele¬ 
ments of both should unite In the in¬ 
terest of reform. When, a year ago, Mr. 
McClellan w'as put forward ns the pem- 
ocratlc nominee for Mayor, the argu¬ 
ment used for his defeat was that he 
w'ould be dominated by corrupt party 
Influences and tho city be handed over to 
the woi'sri elements of the Tammany or¬ 
ganization. The personal character of 
Mr. McClellan and of the leading Dem¬ 
ocrats who w''ere Instrumental in bring¬ 
ing him out as a candidate broke the 
force of this contention, and he w'as 
elected by an overwiielralng majority. 
His administration has so far proved 
his quallflcatlons for the posHlon, and 
demonstrated that under a clean part^ 
organization the public bu.9lneas can be 
as honestly conducted as under one 
that Is nonpartisan. To have practical 
ly showm this, as has been and is being 
done by Mayor McClellan, Is a triumph 
which goes beyond a mere party vic¬ 
tory. To hold otherwise Is to con¬ 
demn parly organization, State and na¬ 
tional, as equally corrupting, and to be 
discountenanced, resulting ultimately in 
the disappearance of great political 
parties based upon principles rather 
than mere temporary policies. It la 
upon their existence that rest the true 
safeguards of our inFlltuilons. and It is 
to the highest Interest of the country 
that they should be clean In their or- 


The Bacillus of Belligerency. 

Ex-Secretary Olney, at a reception 
given to the Archbishop of OaJiterbury, 
In Faneull Hall, invoked the influence 
of the diertln^ulohed prelate to promote 
the cause of peace among nations, and 
especially to give his moral aid toward 
crushing the rising tide .of mlUtarism 
in this country. In treating of the 
present condition and trend of this 
manifestation he remarked that until 
a very recent period we were not only 
a peace-loving countn', but one whose 
Influence was one of the most powerful 
forces in the direction of permanent 
and universal peace. This happy condi¬ 
tion. however, no longer exists, and no 
hardihood nor artlflce of assertion, offi¬ 
cial or unofficial, can obliterate the facts 
or hide their sinister slgnlflcance. 
"Whatever be the cau.se," said Mr. Ol- 
ney,"whelher rightly or wrongly, wheth¬ 
er necessarily or unnecessarily, the war 
bacillus has got Into the American 
blood. Under its Influence we are 
changing from a paclflc people to a peo¬ 
ple under arms; are assuming to Hval 
In fighting ability and readiness the 
great flghting States of Europe, and are 
bringing upon ourselves and our pos¬ 
terity the onerous taxation and all the 
other miseries inseparable from great 
and Immediately effective military 
strength." Other references of like na 
ture ranged very closely tow-ard spe¬ 
cific dlscIoBure of the prtme source 
whence this spirit of belligerency was 
theoretically maintained and practlc-illy 
displayed, but ,of course, the proprieties 
of the occasion forbade any direct allu.

"The stone workers of Germany are 
among the most Interesting persons 1 
have ever seen’when engaged In cutting 
their jewels," eald A. P. Bankhead, of 
Memphis, w'ho is In LoulsvlUe on the woy 
to the World's Fair, and wrho has trav¬ 
eled extensively in Europe, making a close 
study of the various continental empires. 
"Tho principal Industry Is at Freiberg, 
on the edge of the Black Forest. In w’hich 
the precious stones are found. The prln- 
clpol jewels are ameth>'st, lapiskizull and 
malaklte. They are found in veins, which 
ore thin as comtiared with ordinary min¬ 
eral deposits, and In the rough ore shaped 
exactly like any other eton^w ilial are 
dug out of the ground. The prooess of 
cnKtIng them Is the Interesting part of the 
work. AU of them cut ^nder water, 
and the jetvel cutters lie flat upon their 
stomachs while at work. A huge water 
wheel Is fitted with the necessary cut¬ 
ting apparatus, and the resting places pf 
the cutters are very much like the puck- 
saddle. They lie on that with ibelr hands 
under water, holding the stone which 
Is being prepared, and the motion of the 
whed does the cutting. The action of tne 
wrater makes the process more rapid and 
at the same Umo leaves a better surfoce 
than if cut in the air. Malaklte, which 
Is one orf the principal jewels made In 
this way. Is the royal stone of Russia, 
and Is more plentiful there than In Ot*r- 
miny. Tlio Czar of Russia, when he Is 
greatly pleaswi with anyone, will send 
him a vase or a. olock or some handsome 
design of malaklte, and wherever they 
are seen the favor of tho Czar rests. Tho 
stones are only semi-^preclous. not being 
In the same category with diamonds, em¬ 
eralds and rubles, but even a small piece 
of them Is expensive. Malaklte Is found 
In New Mexico.

Another former Senator of long serv¬ 
ice has been added to the list of recent 
dead In the person of Matthew W. Ran¬ 
som, of North Carolina, who died on the 
8th Inst., his seventy-eighth birthday. 
He served during the w'ar as a Major 
General In the Confederate army, and 
had the reputation of a gallant and 
efficient officer. In 1872 he was elected 
to the Senate and served continuously 
tw^enty-three years. Representing the 
best type of the educated Southern 
gentleman, of handsome presence and 
a speaker of more than ordinary ca 
pacity, he commanded during his serv¬ 
ice both Influence in debate and In his 
close application to his official 
duties. Socially he ranks with 
his colleagues. Senators Vance, Vest 
and others of their type, In wit and 
anecdote, and held the esteem of his 
fellow members without regard to 
party alignment. He was retired from 
the Senate by the Populist wave which 
sw'ept over both North and South Caro¬ 
lina, Involving also his friend, Senator 
Wade Hampton, of the latter State. 
In 1895 he was appointed by President 
Cleveland Minister to Mexico and 
served two years. Since then he has 
led a quiet life, chiefly‘at his home In 
North Carolina, where his memory will 
long be preserved In grateful recog¬ 
nition of hla services.

FEEDING THE FAMILY 


Is Beset By Unestfal Financial Requirements—Eggs Are 
Scarce and High, Cold Storage Supply 
Being C^dIed Out.

The problem which besets the house¬ 
wife this fall in providing for her table 
can hardly be said to be more dlfTloult 
than usual, but the same amount of 
money used In that way will buy less 
than It has done for years. AU meats 
ore high, and ooneiuners have taken 
to a vegetable diet more largely than 
ever before. The result ha* been that 
vegetables have joined meats In the up¬ 
ward course. 

The hens seem to have gone Into col¬ 
lusion with the butchers and meat 
poeykens, ami the production of eggs Is 
lower than It has been In years. For 
private tables eggs are bringing 26 and 
30 cents a dozen, which Is the upunl De- 
cember price. The production being 
commonly plentiful at this season of 
the year, eggs usually bring 15 cents, 
and sometimes 20 cents a dozen. The 
scarcity, however, has driven the retail 
market men to appeal to the cold stor¬ 
age companies to relieve the shortage, 
and large quantities of eggs which 
were ploced on the Ice during the sum- 
mer months, w'hen the market w'os 
flooded, nre being called out to supply 
the demand. For that reason prices 
are almost double. Millions of dozens 
of eggs are placed in the storage houses 
of Louisx'Ule each summer, and they 
are held, as a rule, to fortl^ the mar¬ 
ket In the big Christmas rush and dur¬ 
ing the intensely cold season w'hen the 
chickens refuse to produce. While the 
larger part w ill be saved for that pur¬ 
pose this year, a large quantity will be 
used before that time, and the market 
for fresh eggs has already risen to the 
level of the storage values. 

Tomatoes, radishes and cucumbers 
are getting scarce, and the two latter 
vegetables are becoming worthless 


from too great maturity. Tomatoes 
can still be had from the Jefferson 
county truck farms, but they are get¬ 
ting high, and Phe Southern product 
will soon supplant the local supply. 
Egg plant and sw'eet potatoes are 
among the mainstays of the house 
keeper, and thpy are being heavily used 
at this time. 

Among the breakfast dishes peaches^ 
apples, pears and grapes still hold the 
fort, aizd there Is little Indication of an 
Immediate break In the supply. En¬ 
dives and kale greens are plentiful, and 
are selling at a low figure. New kraut 
is coming In, and many tables are be¬ 
ing flanked with it. though the season 
is not at Its full tide yet. Cabbage Is 
In plentiful supply and is cheap. New 
cocoanuts are coming on the market 
and are being used instead of the man. 
ufactured product. 

Pork occupies the highest place 
among meats, but all varieties are ex 
pensive. Lamb Is relatively more rea¬ 
sonable than any other, while veal Is 
correspond Inly high. Hams and bacon 
are In plenty, and are on the market at 
fair values. Beef has not changed Its 
position so far as prices are csoncemed 
and the cold storage goods are to 
had promptly from the packers, in¬ 
dicating little difficulty from labor 
troubles. Fresh beef, slaughtered In 
Louisville aqd vicinity. Is slightly 
higher. Oyiner* d>e plentiful, and the 
prevailing prices a4*e the same as usual. 
At the seaside and points of origin 
oysters are caeaper than they have 
b^n In several years, but that Is at¬ 
tributed to the fact that the consumers 
have taken hold slowly this fall, and 
retailers are not r<iarly to reduce their 
prices, contemplating, an early advance 
of w'holesale markets.

says he will kill hlmeelf If he gets an 
opportunity. He said yesterday that he 
did attempt to get the razor Saturday 
and that he wanted to cut his throat.

VOTERS ARE WAKING UP. 


Where do the Republicans gather the 
comfort which they claim to have fou^d 
in the reglitnttlon In the city of Louis¬ 
ville? This question Is being asked 
by the rank and file of the party who 
cannot see further than official figures, 
and to whom a clear majority of all 
votes for the Democrats of 1,73? seems 
to be rather disheartening, to say the 
least. The Republican city and State 
campaign committees tfre gravely an- 
nounolng that they are well satisfied 
with the result of the registration In 
LoulBV|lk and they are telling of how 
many Democrats, registering as such, 
will vote the Republican ticket. 

The official figures for the registration 
of last week do not bear out the claims 
of the Republicans that they are w'ell 
satisfied. The leaders may be 8Ult€^d. 
but the rank and file are not. They 
know that the registration of last year 
showed a Democratic majority and that 
the plurality on election day waa al¬ 
most as large as It waa on registration 
and they can see no hopes. The re¬ 
sult of the registration has caused the 
Republicans, who work In the wards, to 
go at Iheir tasks with an air of "O- 
whnt's-the-use,” and the result will be 
a gain for the Democnaits. 

With the supplemental registration 
added to the totals for the two days 
of original registration the total figures 
will be larger than for any year pre¬ 
vious. This increase Is a natural one. 
probably, and the vote will probably 
not be any heavier than last year, 
which was a record breaker. The sup¬ 
plemental registration h^.ps the Dem¬ 
ocrats. has done so every year be¬ 
fore and k Is reasona.ble to suppose that 
It will again this year. This will put 
a further "crimp” into the Republicans 
and they will have to figure exten¬ 
sively to derive any satisfaction from 
the figures.

NUMEROUS RUMORS OF DEALS. 


THE OLD NORTHERN PACIFIC 
CORNER IS RECALLED. 


BIG RISE IN ST. PAUL STOCK. 


Sew York. Oct. 9 .- rsp^clal.l—There 
haa been so inucli similarity between 
ibe ato<‘k markei of recent days and 
that of October, lUOl. when the Chl- 
cn,go, Burlington and Quincy railroad 
was bought at 1200 ft share for the 
Joint, account of the Norther* Pacific 
and the «Jreat Northern that It Is nat¬ 
ural for gossip and speculation to cen¬ 
ter upi»n the Idea of a further adjuat- 
nient of the Western railroad situa¬ 
tion. The advance in the price of St. 
I'aul caused the circul.fttlon of more 
rumors of “deals*’ after the fashion of 
1901 than have been current since that 
famous twriod of public speculation. 
The difficulty wlilch Wall street had 
in Bsciiblng any definite purpose to the 
buying of large quantities of W'esiern 
railroad stocks was heightened by con¬ 
fusion os to whether the larger inter¬ 
ests were fighting for control of cer¬ 
tain properties or were really in accord 
and were making purchases In har¬ 
mony ill order to work out some larger 
.scheme for a greater community of 
interests. The belief that the Rockc- 
!oiler ifilerests liave absorbed a large 
«iuantity of Tnlon Pacific stock and 
are attxloim to dJciate the policy of 
iluit mllroad mak«'S some jioople con¬ 
ceive Hiorfman and Rockefeller inter¬ 
ests to be at swords* points. St. Paul 
is recognized us a railroad In the con¬ 
trol of which Standard Oil interests 
predominate, a road which all along 
has threatened to build to the Pacific 
coast. The talk of a contest for iho 
control of this road and of Union Pa¬ 
cific makes many people recall the 
edd Northern Pacific corner and its 
disastrous erTects- Hence there was 
much hasty selling of stocks upon the 
appearance of aggressive buying of St. 
Paul and much parading of the ghost 
of the Northern Pacific corner.

Geography of Western Roads. 


Leaving out of our discussion «f 
rumors and “dealB*' the possible com¬ 
bination of certain Eastern and West¬ 
ern railroad Interests into trans-conil- 
nental sy.stems. we shall find Interest¬ 
ing the geography of the western rail¬ 
roads. It is enough for the present to 
assume that the llne.s west of Chicago 
will at some lime be unified and united 
into distinct through systems to the 
Pacific as arc the eastern lines now 
united from Chicago to the Atlantic 
In comparison with the dfso.rganisntion 
find multiplicity of systems of years 
ago. The present condition briefly 
stated is that three great railroads, 
the Great Northern, the Northern Pa- 
clflc and the Union Paclflc, reach from 
the Paclflc coast to within several hun¬ 
dred miles of Chicago. The Northern 
Paclflc and the Great Northern meet 
at St. Paul, which is their nearest point 
to Chicago, whereas the Union Paclflc 
line stops at Omaha.* For the rounding 
out of these three system.^ so that 
there may be* three distinct lines to 
Chicago there are four railroads now 
existing which present remarkabaly 
similar qualifications. The Chicago. 
Rock Island and Paclflc. the Chicago. 
Burlington and Quincy, the Chicago 
and Northw'estern and the Chicagoi 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. The first of 
these may fairly be counted out of 
the reckoning, owing to Its absorption 
Into the Rock Island ey.stem. The Chi¬ 
cago. Burlington and Quincy at pres¬ 
ent serves both the Northern Paclflc 
and the Great Northern, while the 
Union Paclflc sends its traffle over 
both the St. Paul and the Northwest. 
The point is Important, however, that 
the Burlington, the Northwest and 
the St. Paul roads each have lines 
from Chicago to St. Paul and from 
flilcago to Omaha, so that either of 
the three western railroads could use 
either of the three Chicago railroads 
to complete Us system. Hence there 
Is somewhat general belief that the 
disruption of the NortheVn Securities 
Company will be followed by the 
rounding out of three complete systems 
from Chicago to the coast.

Dr. WiVHam B. Bailey, assist 
aivt professor of economics at Yale, has 
announced to hU cktss this year that 
he will not require thfin to hand in an 
account monthly, as has been done for 
ae\’enal y^Hrn. Dr. Bailey declared to 
his doss that, from a study of the sta 
tlsUcs now in his hands, he Is able to 
Judge ajccurately of the character of 
the men. 

In his Investigation of the subject of 
living expenses Dr. Bailey has devoted 
hl« atiUeitlon not only to Yale students, 
but to bacheliors in general. In his 
possesalon are eflOK’ks of monthly cash 
accounts that have been handed In for 
the purpexsca of his investigation. Kx 
rentes are grouped under four general 
headls—necessities, ^atlonery, pleasure 
and tobacco and intoxicants. i 

Necessities include tuition, room rent 
board, clothing, laundry, physician and 
medicine, traveling, furniture and sun 
dries. Under stationery are books, pa 
per and Ink. perlodJcals and stamps, 
Pleasure Includes theater, pool and bll 
Hurds, social functions, flowers, musdCt 
society dues, chance, athletics, suppers, 
gift^ dharlties and sundries. There la 
m> caafislfloation of tobacco and intoxl 
can>ts. ,

Still Very lliaii. 


BIG SHORTAGE IS CERTAIN. 


CORN CROP MAY BE LARGER 
THAN GENERALLY SUP¬ 
POSED. 


OATS ARE ALSO CHEAPER.

Chicago, Oct. 8 .—The wheat market 
In the week closed to-day after the 
first two aeseiona developed considera¬ 
ble weakness and the result was a de¬ 
cline of about 4H cen>t 8 a bushel, as 
c«ompared with the closing prices of 
the previous week- The price Is still 
higher than the trade has been accus¬ 
tomed to for many years and anything 
that bears the appearance of a flaw in 
the calculations Indicating an abnorn>- 
ally small crop naturally brings the un¬ 
usual figures of the price Into promi¬ 
nence, and on that account alone be¬ 
gets timidity on the part of Uioee who 
are unfortified’with holdings procured 
when the price was 30 cents lower. 

This In substance is the position In 
the market of nine out of every ten 
who have followed the long side. A 
much larger proportion than that have 
made money on the long advance, but 
the bulk of then> have periodically se¬ 
cured their profits, and their open 
trades at the beginning of the last 
week represented for the most part 
wheat bought at what on a declining 
market looks like very high prices. 
That, however. doe.<? not change the 
general situation or render false the 
hypothesis upon which expectation of 
unusually high prices are originally 
based. 

Tempting prices have staA^ted to mar¬ 
ket much more than the unusual pro¬ 
portion of the season's productions, and 
the handlers of the actual grain would 
be blind to their own Interests If they 
did not take every legitimate advant¬ 
age of what mu-«*t be the temporary 
glut of supplies, if the general opinion 
of the crop’s insufficiency is correct. 
A total crop of 525,000,000 bushels would 
not permit of cny export unless the 
price should be advanced to auch a 
point that- the coneumptlon would be 
considerably curtailed, and that sup¬ 
posing the quantity mentioned to be all 
good, merchantable grain that would 
make a marketable flour acceptable to 
the fastidious taste of the average 
Americarr citizen. 

Those who have seen the quality of 
the wheat so far delivered are aware 
that a large proportion is unfit for or¬ 
dinary milling purposes, and Irrespec¬ 
tive of anticipated future scarcity there 
have already been exported about 20 ,- 
000,000 bushels in the shape of wheat 
and flour. The receipts of winter and 
spring wheat since July 1 at the pri¬ 
mary Western markets aggregate more 
than 66 . 000.000 bushels, and during the 
summer period of the year preceding 
62,000,000 bushels were received at the 
same points. Jf this year’s crop Is so 
much smaller than that of last year’s, 
as is generaJly believed, the much high¬ 
er prices paid this season must be the 
reason of the heavier movement. Much 
of the latter has come from sources 
that did not figure as coniiibutoro the 
year before, and that fact alone Is pre¬ 
sumption of deficiency In the ordinary 
territory upon w'hlch dependence could 
be placed. 

What the Government reports In Its 
estimate of the size of the crop and of 
the quality of the grain, which will be 
issued Monday, may have to suy on 
those points will have an Important 
hearing on the immediate future of 
the market, and the immediate future 
of the price cannot be forecast In view 
of this forthcoming statement,

Both Thun&- 
day and Friday $6.60 was paid, and this 
Is the top price In several months 
Butchers’ sorts have advanced 15 cents 
to 25 cents and canners and cutters 
have also been boosted a strong 25 
cents. Hiockere and feeders have shared 
in the getieral strength, though the ad 
vance has not been so sharp because of 
inff-rior quality. 

In hMg« several sharp advances were 
scored In the earlier sessions of the 
week, but nearly all of thlp gain was 
lost before the close. The trade gen¬ 
erally expects that prices are destined 
to slump, but the decline of the last 
few days does not seem Justifiable in 
view of the restricted arrivals. There 
is little question that hogs in. fit con¬ 
dition are not In the country, and be¬ 
cause of this well-known fact It w’ould 
seem thar prices ought to remain sta¬ 
tionary for a time. The lack of ••finish” 
on the product, of course, is because of 
the scarcity of the old crop of corn. 
Light hogs are now being neglected and 
unless they are of the new crop expert 
^mmisaion men say the farmers would 
better hold them and push the heavier 
sorts to market.

000,000 bushels or less 
were being discredited by other esti¬ 
mates of a more llfberai kind, and 
when the ClnolnnaU Price Current, 
Thursday, witlhout heel tat ton, pro¬ 
nounced Its estimate of a tot^ jisld 
of 400.000,000 bushels above the two bil¬ 
lion mark the w^averers surrendered. 
and the unloading of long corn became 
fast and furious, wiith dilaast^rous con¬ 
sequences to the price. The Government 
will have something to say on* the re¬ 
sult of the season's efforts In the state¬ 
ment to be Issued Monday. There is 
an itnpreaBlon that It will substtantially 
uphold the view lakem. by the Price 
Current by showing only slight de- 
terlonation since the September re¬ 
port, which indicaitthl a crop somewhat 
lj> excess of 2,300,000.000 bushels. Should 
It do so the trade In Its present temper 
Is likely to endorse Its finding atid gov¬ 
ern, Its operations inr iihe market on 
that basis, which means lower prices, 
temporarily, at least. It would not be 
a wise plan, howev’er, to give a loose 
rein to bearish proclivities, expert 
trarlera on ’change assert. 

There will undoubtedly be much soft 
corn that will not seek the market out¬ 
side the State of Its growth, and it Is 
not to be token for grankevl that be- 
coAjse there Is at pi-esent no export de¬ 
mand to speak of the acknowi- 
edged shortage In Europe Is a myth, 
and a foreign demand for American 
com an illusion of the longs. For¬ 
eigners are awoifitlng with a patience 
of those who, how^ever great their ne- 
resslLlea and airong their desire to buy. 
have to confine their purchases to the 
Hnviis of attenuated purses. War and 
poor croi>s have together eaten In^to 
their resources and compelled them to 
IToaipone as long as possible the day 
of oompulfiory expenditure. Thtre are. 
hfnvever, signs that the lartter period 
Is arriving, and orders are here for 
c-wn to be ehlpped In November, gell- 
trs here for tihiit month’s shipment are 
for it is only In the more south¬ 
erly districts of the corn belt that the 
grain Is sufflclenily rur<sl to lit It for 
an ocean voyage.

Trade Improves. 


New York, Oct. 8 .—PowerfuJ manipula¬ 
tion and a good supply of favorable news 
combined to stimulate the market into 
greater activity, only check to a 

further rise being the outpour of stocks 
from both Inside and speculative sources, 
which c^sed more or les« erratic fiuctua- 
Is once more repeating It- 
iii the stock market, and at last the 
confidence so persistently dlsp:ayed by 
Insiders for montlis Is e.xtendlng to the 
outs!do public, simply bei^use curtfuit de- 
Vf^opmenta prove that this confidence had 
been based upon actual conditions of 
•which the leaders naturally possessed 
previous knowledge, l^e week has been 
fruitful In favorable developments. A 
number of very satisfactory* raalroad re¬ 
ports were forfhoomlng. some of which 
Miowed gratifying gains In gross earn¬ 
ings others importwivt reductions in op¬ 
erating expenses, w* 1 iile others have join¬ 
ed or promised to join the ranks of divl. 
dend-payers. All of these disclosures 
prove that the railroads, as a whole, are 
enjoying conUnued prosperity. Nor is’ this 
all. Ttufflo managers appetir very confi¬ 
dent In a continuance of this prosperity 
for anotlher season, and It miust be con¬ 
ceded that such views are well supported. 
All doubt about the crops is now at an 
end, arid this removes a very important 
restraiivt upon bullish enthusiasm. We are 
finally assured of an u/bundance of com. 
and this, everr If the expected 2,500.000.000 
crop is not quite readtxed. Is one of our 
moat Important sources or nationai pros¬ 
perity. Wt» are sure, also, of a big cot¬ 
ton crop, some estimates now reaching 
12 , 000 , 000 , and while early frost might cut 
oft lOO.OOu to 200,000 bales, it could not 
do serious Injury. FJven the wheat crop is 
threshing out bettor than the crop killers 
were wldilng to let us l;>elieve. and in con. 
sequence of these developments the prices 
of com, cotton ami wheal are receding 
from the excessive high prices which they 
not long ago commanded. 

It Is now demonstrated beyond a doubt 
that American fanners^East, West and 
South—are to enjoy another piosperoue 
year, which is the sli-important fact in 
the business sltuatkm. They and their de¬ 
pendents form so large a proportion of 
our total (iopulatlon that gexx! times with 
them mean beCter times for everj'body— 
better times for merchants, better times 
for manufacturers, better times for trans- 
portation Interests and ultimately better 
times for the investor. The unreasonably 
high prices for these three staples which 
lately prevailed were ‘beneficial to no one 
except speculators, since producers did 
not secure these prices and consumers 
will not pay them veo' long. Their flnaJ 
effect would have been to injuriously 
check exports and stUmiktte overproduc- 
tlon in the next orop. in fact, the pros¬ 
perity of the farmer and the country at 
large la best promoted when speculation 
acts Simply us a balance w^heel and is not 
devoted to creating deslruotive corneiw. 
The recent declines, therefore. In wheat, 
cotton and coni ore an encouraging fea¬ 
ture, Without diminishing the pronts of 
farmers, they w'lU permit a revdvai of the 
natural outflow of domestic products and 
save us from an injurious derangement 
of our foreign trade, which would certain¬ 
ly occur if reckless gruiri and cotton op¬ 
erators htid their way. 

The rise In the market has now been 
oarrled to a pitch where sharp reactions 
are Inavitable, and yet. the situation at 
this writing appoMirs so well In hand 
tlJat the leaders are quite likely to re¬ 
sume the upward movement. One thing 
may bo taken for granted, and that is. 
with so much success behind them those 
In control are not likely to stop until the 
rise has been pushed to the extreme lim¬ 
it. If this should be their policy there 
is nothing In sight to check It except 
midden desertions from the hull ranks, or 
else a sharp conitreotion of the money 
market. NVdther of these contingencies 
Is very probable just now. for the pub¬ 
lic have only recently come into the mar- 
get. and the surplus holdings of the larg¬ 
est financial Interests have not yet been 
eutfioiontly distributed, and until they are 
the market w*ili not turn. The situation 
In the money market U n*ot yet unfavor¬ 
able to present bull operations. Though 
loans are at high-water mark, and though 
the reserve wms cut in half long before 
the crop demamls had reteched their max¬ 
imum. the mwrphie Is still much above 
the average at this season, and the mar- 
of safety has not yet been exhausted. 
The money market Is just now largely 
controlled by Uie same financial iind 
hanking latorests who are engineering the 
current rise and w*ho are quite likely to 
be among the first to appreciate monetary 
limitations. Net'ertheleas. the firm Indica¬ 
tions of a turn will come either from 
hea^'^• Inside selling or contraction In the 
nicney market.

NUMBER OF STRIKES MADE 
IN ESTILL COUNTY. 


I./exlngton. Ivy., Oct. 9.—(Special.]— 
The older fields have shown it f.‘tiling 
off In activity during the past few 
days, but there Is enough scattered 
work under way to make up for any 
deficiency In number of rigs at work. 
New developments, both In Kentucky 
and Tennessee, are constantly taking 
place, and during the coming winter 
more scattered drilling will be carried 
on In the Iventucky-Tennessee oil fields 
than ever before. 

During the past few days several 
strikes have been made In the fields 
of Estill county.

In the adjoining division of Wolfe 
county, w'here oil Is found In a sand 
below 1,000 feet, several wells are gen¬ 
ing down and one, being drilled by 
a Pennsylvania concern, will be finish¬ 
ed up with In a few days.

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ACTING MAYOR OF TOLEDO 
HITS BACK ON STREET 

RAILWAY FRANCHISE. 

Acting Mayor Wllltard. of Tuledo, in respirse 
to a question from the Toledo News-Bee, has 
issued a signed statement giving his attUud* 
on the Street railway franchise question. It Is 
Interesting chiefly as it U indicative of the 
position the Republican party trr Toledo hua 
lalcen on this franchlj^e matter. His siaie- 
m^nt follows; 

Editor New‘s-Bee; I believe that six tickets 
for a quarter and universal transfer*, with 
other considerations that the Council will de¬ 
mand. is a fair pruposltlon for the city of 
Toledo. We must take Into consideration that 
the conditions In Toledo are diffetent from 
those In other oltlee in the United States. The 
expemve 10 run a street cur service bore Is 
considerably more than in most other clti*s. 
This Is on account of narrow streets, steam 
railroads to cross on all lines except three. 
Includ-lng bridges. The company requires mare 
cars to keep up Ha service, and this necsssl- 
Ulos greater expense Tnere Is not n siroet 
In Toledo where a team can pass a horio and 
buggy tl»d to the curb, without going out Into 
the car tracks, and the street car is delayed 
until the driver takes a notion to g**! out of 
Ihe way. 

As an Illustration, take the Clover lA-uf 
I'wrds at the Junction: Thl* I* a good rxsmiile 
on steam roads. South street cross the 
switching leml to the yaro at one end, and the 
Michigan Central railway at the other. It 
costa that company from $76 to flDO per 
month more to do the work for this reason. 
The same Is true with regard to stree-t railway 
tracks cmeslng sttam ralMond tracks A grvit 
many times oare are held up from live to ten 
mlnutce by trains, and In order to keep up the 
schedule the company is required to run miiic 
cara

Plants Which Have Been Idle Re¬ 
sume Operations—Strike At Coal 
Mines Not Settled. 


Bltimlngrham, Ala., Oct. 9.—[Spec-ial.] 
—Despite the fact that the strike of 
the union miners at the mines of the 
five largest coal and Iron corporations 
In this district remains unsettled, the 
Birmingham district has passed 
through its dull period and has taken 
a turn prosperltinward. During the past 
week the Birmingham rolling mill, of 
the Republic Iron and Steel Company, 
one of the largest Industries In this flec¬ 
tion. resumed operations. The plant 
had been Idle since June. It employs 
upwards of 1.500 men. 

Several additional furnaces have also 
been put Into blast. The Tennewee 
Coal, Iron and ^'illroad Company’s 
furnace at Roben^owm, near Bease- 
mer, and the only Idle stack of the 
Rnsiey plant, resumed work this week. 
Another Bessemer furnace was lighted 
by ih4fl company to-day and by the 
middle of the month all of the same 
company's furnaces at Beeaemer will 
be at work. Us Oxmoor furnaces are 
el.ao preparing to start again. The 
Slosfl-Rhemeld Steel and Iron Company 
Is preparing to put In one of Its Idle 
city furnaces, while the Tutwller Coal 
and Iron Company Is hurrying prep¬ 
arations to blow in Us furnace al Van¬ 
derbilt. 

Meanwhile the price of pig Iron has 
taken a healthy upward turn, which 
encourages Ironmasters In the belief 
that the dull season in iron Is over and 
that henceforth a steady market with 
good prices may be expected. During 
the week the .Slow-Bheffleld Pteel and 
Iron Company sold 2,000 tons of No. 2 
foundry Iron at an advance of 50 cents 
per ton.

Advance In Iron. 


Speaking of the advance of 50 cents 
President J. C. Maben, of the Sloss- 
Sheffleld Company, said: 

"The advance In Iron means, doubt- 
lew. that the demand for finished 
product Is increasing, and when manu¬ 
facturers of finlflhed good* are busy the 
demand for pig Iron Is at once In evi¬ 
dence. Big ci\»ps and stiff crop prices 
are certainly at the bottom of Improved 
commercial conditions. I look for good 
times this winter.** 

During the period of curtailed pro¬ 
duction and low iron prices the fur¬ 
naces in this district got rid of a large 
part of the surplus product which had 
been left upon their yards. As a reflull 
they find themcelves In a healthy con¬ 
dition both as to stocks and prlcea.

The combined capital of stockholders 
in the DouisWlie Gas Company and 
Eastern manufacturers will be turned 
to utilize tihe by-prodoctw of artiffclal 
gas, accoixling to a w«ll-defined report 
wthich has gained currency in Louis¬ 
ville. The principal products which the 
new’ cvxmpany will be farmed to man¬ 
ufacture are found In coal lar, and 
many staple commodities, w'hich are ex¬ 
pected to create quite a substantial rev¬ 
enue win be made.

UBRARY MERGER CONTRACT 
THIS AFTERNOON. 


Heads of Two Associations Will Com¬ 
plete Legal Formality—Trus¬ 
tees Meet To-morrow. 


Col. Berjnett H. Young, representing 
^he Louisville Public Library, and 
Charles F. Grainger, the Mayor, repre¬ 
senting the Louisville Free Public Li¬ 
brary, will meet some time to-day and 
each will .sign the contract by which 
the two libraries nre merged into one. 
The contract has been prepared for 
sev’eral w'eeks and will become binding 
after to-rnorrow'. The tru-^^tces of the 
free library will meet to-morrow after-' 
noon to trans^ict routine busi!ies.s and 
the Mayor will report ip them that the 
contract ha.s been signed and every¬ 
thing is ready for the Louisville Free 
Public Llbrfiry to take possession, of 
the books, buildings ari^ other belong¬ 
ings of the old library. 

A. H. Hopkins, the librarian of the 
free librar>’. Is sfill in the West hunting 
and he is not expected to return until 
October 21, when he will begin prepa¬ 
ration fn^r the opera-ilon of the new 
library, the first free public librarj' In 
Loul.*?v*ne, The rules governing the 
taking out of books and the conduct of 
the new' library will be prepared by Mr. 
Hofikins, end all this will be in his 
hands. It is the intention to have as 
few rules as possible and to place only 
the necessary restrictions around the 
use of the books in the library. It is 
to be *ri every sense n free public li¬ 
brary. These malter.s will not be taken 
up by the trustees until Mr. Hopkins 
returns, as he Is more familiar with 
such matters. 

Much of the business of the new li¬ 
brary is awaiting the return of Mr. 
Hopkins, but he will be back In time 
to have the whole In smooth tunning 
order not later than November 1. when 
the new library will b- opened to the 
public. He will also finish his work 
of establishing branch libraries so that 
they can be In operation within the 
shortest^ .*»p,ice of time.

It was hardly 
worth their while to h.ive a written life 
of Jesus. But after the d^’.4tractlon of 
Jeru.»alfm and when the messianic hope 
began to fade, and the church began to 
be more fully organize:d. the need was 
fell for a demiHe account of Jesus and 
His teaching. A great many such ac¬ 
counts were written. Christianity was dl- 
v’hied up Into numerous sects, and each 
sect had 'ts own version of the gospel. 
Among the earliest of these primitive gos- 
nels were the “Gospel of the Hebrews’* 
and the "Gospel of Petrr," which set 
forth the version of Jesus* life and teach¬ 
ing accepted by the semi-Jewish Chris¬ 
tians. Our first three gospels—M.itthew, 
Mark and Luke—were comprled very 
largely from those eorlier memoranda and 
w'cre edited by men living early In the 
Becond century. They were composed out 
of mater'ols that had been fioating tra¬ 
dition* for nearly a centry. 

These gospels passed through « num¬ 
ber of revisionis. and w»*re changed and 
added to by later hands.

"1 beat Old Mortality by an even 
twenty this week; the best that I have 
done for a long time." 

Capt. Peter H. Morel tilted back in 
his chair In the city health depart¬ 
ment chuckling over the number of 
births in Loulsv'llle during the past 
week, and he was pleased that the 
list of babies born had greatly exceed¬ 
ed the number of deaths. For Capt. 
Morel ha.s charge of the birth returns 
and he takes as much Interest in their 
number being high as if he was per¬ 
sonally interested in each baby that 
comes into the world. 

The rivalry between Capt Morel and 
Edw'ard Laverty, who receives the 
death returns. Is great and at the end 
of each week the two tease each other 
about the comparisons between the 
deaths and births. The employes of 
the health department have dubbed 
Capt Morel “The Stork,” as he has 
complete control of the babies. Ht In 
turn has given Mr. Laverty the name 
of "Old Mortality." and insists that he 
will beat him every week. t»urlng the 
past few' weeks the deaths have fallen 
behind and are lower than they have 
been for some months prior thereto. 


The births have also incieased, and all 
this has contributed to the happiness 
of Capt Morel. 

"I have seventy-three babies so far 
this week." he will say on Thursday, 
"and 1 still have one more mall 
to-duy and all to-morrow In which to 
receive reporta I tliink I will have a 
igoodii'un this Aveek. but it will not be 
what It ought to. We ought to have 
not less than a hundred babies in Lou¬ 
isville every week, and we would have 
If all the negro babies were reported.’* 
The banner week, when 103 babies 
were reported to the Health Officer, 
Avas a great one for Capt. Morel. He 
I guyed Mr. Laverty, or "Old Mortality** 
I and insisted that death was being left 
I In the race so far that he Avould never 
be a contender again. Mr. Laverty is 
not hard hearted and he Is w'llling that 
! the deaths should fall off: in fact, he 
tries his best to see that proper sani- 
I tat Ion keeps dow'n the rate. He pre- 
1 tends to want a large death rale to 
I please Capt. Morel when the latter is 
, “pulling" for n big birth list. Cnpt. 

; Morel and his babies are exciting great 
I interest In the City Hall, and he has 
all the "rooters" for him.

Is good. Louisville’s fashionable eo- 
clely people, who are used to spending 
much money for dinners and who have 
no idea of such a thing as a cheap res¬ 
taurant. would turn up their noses at 
the 10 or 15 cent meal, yet hundreds 
of persons, young and old. patronize 
these very restaurants and find them 
all that they desire 
False ideas with regard tp the modest 
little restaurant which is lucked away 
In snoall space are prevalent, and the 
sign on the outside, which boldly pro¬ 
claims, “Meals lOc and 15c." at once 
suggests to the uninitiated, .a meal of 
scraps, served on dirty tables, by slat¬ 
ternly waiters and paironlzei^ exclu¬ 
sively by those w'ho are down on their 
luck and tramps. Go to one of the 
restaurants and a dffTerence will he 
found. The following was offered in 


one of the restaurants the other night 
one being allowed the choice of any 
one meat order: Roast beef, steak with 
mushrooms, roast Iamb, spare ribs, 
eggs, ham, ham and eggs. With any 
meat order one secured the following 
assortment: Soup, potatoes, tomatoes, 
biscuit, pie and ice cream. Coffee Is 
thrown In and when one has eaten all 
that is pet before one hunger is stayed 
and one certainly has had the worth of 
the 15 cents which Is charged. 

Inside the restaurants one finds a 
number of small tables, each covered 
with clean cloths and neatly dressed 
girls to wall on the tables. The per¬ 
sons who are eating are not of the 
tramp class by any means. They are 
the better and substantial elemerl of 
the city; men and women who work 
and many others who are caught down¬ 
town too late for meals at home. It 
is a well-dressed crowd, quiet and 
orderly. These cheap resiaurantp serv’e 
a good purpose, besides that of making 
money for the owner. Hundreds of 
women who work in the big stores use 
the restaurants and they are enabieti 
in this way to get a good meal without 
paying high prices.
